General. 

The  Colwyn  Rural  District  is  almost  entire ly  rural,  the  only 
industrial  undertakings  Being  a Stone  Quarry,  a C.W.S.  Creamery,  a 
Sawmill,  a Waggon  Repair  Depot  and  two  Railway  Stations  employing  a 
total  of  about  170  persons,  most  of  whom  reside  outside  the  area.

Laboratory  Pacilities. 

Lack  of  adequate  train  services  continued  to  render  the  dispatch 
of  Water  Samples  very  difficult,  and  overnight  refrigeration  had  to  be 
resorted  to  whenever  samples  were  obtained. 

Dispatch  of  samples  to  the  Public  Analyst  at  Carmarthen  by  means 
of  the  Public  Transport  Services  remained  impossible. 

For  the  same  reason  the  introduction  of  a system  of  milk  sampling 
remained  impossible.  It  had  been  hoped  that  the  establishment  of  a 
laboratory  in  Bui 1th  Wells  by  the  National  Agricultural  Advisory  Service 
would  have  made  routine  milk  sampling  possible,  but  the  laboratory,  being 
open  at  only  very  irregular  intervals,  provedto  be  of  very  little  assistan 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

Exellent  Ambulance  facilities  are  provided  by  the  Radnorshire 
County  Ambulance,  Llandrindod  Wells  and  the  Breconshire  County  Ambulance, 
Bui 1th  Wells.

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 


Orthopaedic,  E.N.T.  and  Chest  Clinics  are  regularly  held  at 
Llandrindod  Wells  and  a weekly  Chest  Clinic  is  held  at  Builth  Wells. 

Hospitals. 

There  is  no  Hospital  in  the  area,  hut  treatment  is  available  at  the 
County  Hospital,  Llandrindod  Wells  or  Builth  Cottage  Hospital,  Builth  Wells 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

Adequate  arrangements  exist  in  the  area  for  maternity  and  child 
welfare  under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

Sanitary  Circumstances. 

Water  supplies  to  various  parts  of  the  district  are  obtained 
from  springs,  and  no  failure  (apart  from  those  caused  by  mechanical  defects; 
were  experienced  during  the  ye^r* 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  contract  for  the  new  Aberedw  water 
scheme  was  signed,  and  in  October  a start  was  made  on  the  work. 

Samples  from  the  private  sources  were  taken  wherever  necessary  in 
connection  with  grant-aided  schemes  for  the  Water  Supplies  to  farmSunder 
the  provisions  of  the  Hill  Farming  net,  and  advice  to  applicants  for  grant 
was  given  wherever  necessary.

In  addition  to  the  above  schemes,  the  Council’s  estate  at  Howey 
is  provided  with  cesspool  drainage  for  sullage  water  only. 

Public  Cleansing. 

On  Ju  ly  8th,  the  Council’s  district  Refuse  Scheme  was  put  into 
operation,  and  continued  throughout  the  year  with  no  real  difficulty.  It 
was  found  impossible  to  establish  a tip  in  the  Colwyn  Rural  District  and 
all  refuse  from,  the  district  was  disposed  of  on  a tip  in  the  Builth  R,D. , 
this  fortunately  being  situated  so  as  to  make  it  easy  and  economical  to  use 
Efforts  to  find  a proper  tipping  site  in  the  Colwyn  R.D.  throughout  the 
year  failed. 

Observations  made  towards  the  end  of  the  year  showed  a very  great 
improvement  in  the  cleanliness  of  those  places  such  as  streams  and  hedgerow 
where  accumulations  of  refuse  could  previously  be  seen.

No  complaints  as  to  the  keeping 
quality  of  milk  was  received,  and  vendors  vehicles  were  at  all  times 
found  to  be  satisfactorily  clean.  However,  the  provision  of  some 
facility  for  routine  milk  testing  remains  a great  necessity. 


Meat  Inspection. 


Regular  inspections  were  maintained  at  the  Slaughterhouse  at 
Llanelwedd,  where  every  co-operation  was  received  from  the  Slaughterhouse 
Manager  and  the  Contractor.  Lack  of  an  adequate  water  supply  in  the 
Slaughterhouse  remained  a great  difficulty,  but  owing  to  the  expense  of 
improving  this  by  renewing  the  main  across  Bui 1th  Bridge,  it  was  not 
found  possible  to  effect  an  improvement.
